SPECIFICATIONS

Lynwood Pool Narrative

There are two pools at this location approximately 35’ x 75 with both ends 3.5 depth to 5’ in the center with
2 - 8’x16’ step entrances. The pool has a skimmer system and 12” x 12” VGB drain covers (system needs to
be checked for VGB compliance). The pool shell is plaster/marcite, which has been painted. The pool has
tile lane lines and water line tile.

The pool holds approximately 95,000 gallons, has 3 TR140 filter with 3- 2hp pumps capable of a flow rate of
420gpm. There are 2 Tri-Chlor erosion feeders. The pool appears to be holding water and assumed to be
operating properly without leaks.

The pool deck between the bathhouse and pool has settled to the point of creating a trip hazard entering the
pool. The 1.5” deck drain and shower drain is not providing adequate drainage. There is a fixed lifeguard
stand, which is hazardous to use, and needs to be removed. The pool cover is worn and needs to be replaced.

Briarwood Pool Narrative

This facility has a pool with a diving well and Splash Pad. The pool is “T-shaped” with the bottom of the
“T” being the 10.5” deep diving well. The top of the “T” is approximately 57 x 75 with both ends 3.5’
depth to 5°. Then it tappers down the slope to the 10.5” dive well. The pool has a skimmer system and the
main drain system needs to be checked for VGB compliance (not visible upon inspection). The pool shell is
plaster/marcite (not painted). The pool has tile lane lines and water line tile.

The pool holds approximately 170,000 gallons, has 5 TR140 filter with single pump capable of a flow rate of
700gpm. There is Tri-Chlor erosion feeder and some abandoned sanitation equipment present in the filter
room. The pool appears to be holding water and assumed to be operating properly without leaks.

There is an expansion joint without sealant present, which may lead to erosion and deck movement.

The diving standard is in good condition, but needs a fulcrum rebuild kit and replacement repair. The diving
board is smooth and needs to be refinished.

The handrail on the entry steps to the pool is missing and anchors filled in with concrete. The pool cover is
worn and needs to be replaced.

The Splash Pad and spray features appear to be in good condition. But, the spray nozzles (12) niches need to
be sealed with deck mix material to match the pad. The Splash Pad equipment appears to be in good
operational condition.

Murphy Candler Pool Narrative

This facility has a pool with a diving well, spray feature and wading pool. The main pool is “L-shaped” with
the bottom of the “L” being approximately 11.5” deep diving well. The top of the “L” is approximately 50° x
112’ with one end at zero depth and the other 3.5 to 5° and then slopping to the diving well. The diving well
is 37’ x 37’ and has 6 swim lanes extending into the shallow end of the pool. The pool has a skimmer system
and the main drain system needs to be checked for VGB compliance (not visible upon inspection). There is a
collection drain for the spray features in the middle of the long zero depth leg of the pool. This collection
drain cover and sump box needs to be checked for VGB compliance. The pool shell is plaster/marcite and
painted with some minor marcite damage. The paint is worn and peeling. The pool has tile lane lines and
water line tile that is in good condition.




The main pool holds approximately 215,000 gallons, has a dual stacked horizontal Neptune-Benson filter
with single 15hp pump which is scheduled to have the bearing replaced and the pump should be capable of a
flow rate of 700gpm or greater. There is Tri-Chlor erosion feeder and some abandoned sanitation equipment
present in the filter room. The pool was leaking and new expansion joints have been installed. The pool is
assumed to be operating properly.

The diving standard is in poor condition and needs to be replaced. The diving board is a Durafirm Maxiflex
B and in good condition.

There is a vertical spray feature in the shallow end of the pool, which needs to be re-painted.
There are 3 spray feature pumps that are being rebuilt.

The wading pool is has a zero entry and holds approximately 1,000gallons. The filter and sanitary
equipment in located in the main pool filter room and is assumed in good working order. Spray nozzles shoot
water out into the main pool from the base of the circular wading pool wall.

The pool cover is worn and needs to be replaced.

Lynnwood Pool Renovation/Repairs (Open to Competitive Bidders)

Re-marcite pool

Re-marcite the pool (approximately 4,000sq.ft. surface area)

Sand Blast paint off the entire pool and prep the surface beneath the paint.

Saw cut any cracks in the pool and apply a structural epoxy material.

Saw cut plaster adjacent to all tiles and chip back plaster (17-2”) to ensure minimum 3/8”
